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This is a decision on the PETITION TO THE COMMISSIONER UNDER 
RULES 1.181-1.182 filed July 11, 2006. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
file a reply to the non-final Office action mailed June 24, 
2005. This Office action set a shortened statutory period for 
reply of three (3) months, with extensions of time obtainable 
under § 1.136(a). No reply considered timely filed and no 
extension of time considered obtained, the application became 
abandoned effective September 25, 2005. A courtesy Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed on June 29, 2006.

The petition under § 1.181 is GRANTED .
